W.ARSAW, Poland (A P -W in d ­ 
ing up his handshaking tour in the 
Communist world, Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon Tuesday called 
for an end to racial prejudice and 
an increase in the free interna­ 
tional exchange of ideas. 
Nixon flies back to Washington 
Wednesday after 15 day s in the 
Soviet Union and Poland. He was 
the highest U. S. official to visit 
the Communist world since World 
War II. His trip is now to be fol­ 
lowed by the exchange of visits 
between 
President 
Eisenhower 
and 
S o v i e t 
Premier 
Nikita 
Khrushchev. 


Somber Note 


Cheers continued to echo in Nix­ 
on's ears as he went through War­ 
saw, but the tour took on a som­ 
ber note with a visit to the site of 
W'arsaw's J ewish ghetto, obliter­ 
ated in World War II by the Nazis. 
The ghetto is about one-third re-| 
built, although only a few thou­ 
sand J ews remain of Poland’s 
prewar three million. 
Nixon walked through the rub-‘ 
ble, looked around and told news­ 
men; “ We think here of the ter-i 
rible suffering of the people of 
Warsaw and Poland. This ruined 
building is more than a memorial.* 
It brings home lessons that we 
forget too quickly .” 
“ Men of good will, whatever ^ 
their economic, political or social 
philosophy should be united in 
fighting against prejudice because 
we have here a grim reminder of 
what happens when such forces 
are unleashed.” Nixon said.

In ty pical fashio n, Co mmunist “ peace” ter­ 
mites hav e pretty well taken o v er co ntro l o f 
the 
first wo rld 
co nference 
ag ainst nuclear 
bo mbs, to be held at Hiro shima in co mmemo ra­ 
tio n o f the dro pping o f the first ato mic bo mb 
1 4 y ears ag o to mo rro w. Japan’s ruling Liberal- 
Demo crats hav e decided to bo y co tt the co nfer­ 
ence, Hiro shima’s prefectural g o v ernment has 
withdrawn its financial suppo rt, and lo cal hig h 
scho o l students hav e been fo rbidden to attend. 
The Japan Co uncil Ag ainst Ato mic and 
^ 
Hy dro g en Bo mbs, which is manag ing the dem­ 
o nstratio n, is headed by Tao ru Yasui, 1 95 8 win­ 
ner o f the Lenin Peace Prize. One o bjectiv e o f 
the meeting is to pro test co ntinued Japanese 
ho spitality to U. S. military fo rces. 
It wo uld be a mistake, ho wev er, to co nclude 
any thing much abo ut Co mmunist streng th in 
Japan fro m attendance at the co nference. The 
Reds hav e picked an issue o n which Japanese 
feeling s run hig h. The memo ries o f Hiro shima 
and Nag asaki, themselv es mo re than eno ug h to 
ex plain rev ulsio n ag ainst the Bo mb, hav e been 
fo rtified by such ev ents as the Eniweto k hy dro ­ 
g en test o f March 1 95 4 in which 2 3 fishermen 
abo ard the Fo rtu n a te Dra g o n 
were scalded by 
radio activ e ash and by the much-publicized Gir­ 
ard case o f 1 95 7 with its tug -and-haul between 
U. S. and Japanese autho rities. 
Just this past June a Buddhist priest co m-' 
mitted hara-kiri o utside Premier Kishi’s o ffi- 
cial residence, leav ing a suicide no te which pro ­ 
tested Japanese rearmament, the security treaty 
with the United States, the use o f nuclear weap­ 
o ns and co ntinued American o ccupatio n o f Oki­ 
nawa. The stir caused by the ev ent sug g ests that 
pacifism is pro bably stro ng er in Japan than 
any where else in the wo rld.

Nixon At Armageddon 


Three facts seem to stand out clearly in all the 
fol-de-rol of the Nixon tour in Russia. I use the phrase, 
fol-dc-rol, not critically but factually, because the na­ 
ture of a state v isit is, what it always has been, a 
fussily arranged tour for political or economic pur­ 
poses. Therefore, the student of the current situations 
must seek beyond the parade for results and ac- 
complishmonls. 
1. The main objection to a Summit Conference has 
^ ^ e e n that Nik ita Khrushchev uses ev ery ev ent not 
briy for propaganda purposes but for his priv ate type 
ot buffoonery and in the end, nothing is accomplished. 
The first Genev a Summit Conference on Germany 
(1955) was a total failure for this reason. Khrushchev 
clowned it into absurdity. 


Howev er. 
Khrushchev 
was then eompeting 
with Bulganin for leadership. He actually barged 
into that conference, the official delegate being 
Bulganin. Also, he had not yet brok en the power 
of Malenk ov , Molotov and Kaganov Urh and had 
plenty of opposition in Moscow. He* posed a role 
and got away with it, but he spoiled the chance 
for further conferences. 


Also, it was the lirst time he had experienced 
such a gathering and he either had to face the great 
men in awe or project himself as a k id showing off 
before his elders. He did the latter and President 
Eisenhower quite naturally felt that he would try to 
av oid such an unpleasant and meaningless experience. 
Khrushchev , howev er, resents the personal ostra­ 
cism by his equals ov er the world and is pressing 
the point with all the prupagandislic and diplomatic 
machinery at hLS control. 
It is probably true of Khrushchev , as it was of 
Stalin, that (ircat Britain and France play a small 
role in his calculations. The United States looms large. 
Therefore, a state v isit to the I ’nited States seems to 
be the proposal that grows out of the Nixon v isit. If 
such a v isit should ev entuate. Khrushchev would hav e 
to behav e properly or he will do great damage. 
2. Nixon has handled him.self in Sov iet Russia 
with rare sk ill. He showed no fear of crowds: he ex­ 
hibited unusual dexterity in impromptu debate: he 
turned the peace propaganda wheel into an American 
instrument; he possesses none of the stuffcd-shirt 
qualities which foreigners expect from American of­ 
ficials. 
Enormous numbers of Russians had an opportun­ 
ity to see him and the general report is that they 
lik ed him. Whereas the Russian propaganda machine 
was at work to trip him into anger or error, he av oid­ 
ed or rather ev aded all their little trick s, including 
the bum cement they used on the American Fair 
buildings. It tak es a special k ind of personality to 
k eep one’s temper without losing one’s dignity — 
Nixon apparently has it, or has trained himself to 
meet this type of situation. 
The result of this is a different picture of an 
American than has appeared in the literature and car­ 
toons in Russia.

States and Sov iet Russia hav e, for a year, been close 
to war — on the brink , as John Foster Duller put it 
Keither side wants war. The objectiv e is to u.se psv - 
chological steps to minimize the prospect of war. 
Such a program could be work ed out without compli­ 
cation except that the Russians lik e trick s.

•Japan's Pacifism 
is Understandable 


In typical fashion. Communist “peace” ter­ 
mites have pretty well taken over control of 
the 
first 
world 
conference 
against 
nuclear 
bombs, to be held at Hiroshima in commemora­ 
tion of the dropping of the first atomic bomb 
14 years ago tomorrow. Japan’s ruling Liberal- 
Democrats have decided to boycott the confer­ 
ence, Hiroshima’s prefectural government has 
withdrawn its financial support, and local high 
school students have been forbidden to attend. 
The Japan Council Against Atomic and 
Hydrogen Bombs, which is managing the dem­ 
onstration, is headed by Taoru Yasui, 1958 win­ 
ner of the Lenin Peace Prize. One objective of 
the meeting is to protest continued Japanese 
hospitality to U. S. military forces. 
It would be a mistake, however, to conclude 
anything much about Communist strength in 
Japan from attendance at the conference. The 
Reds have picked an issue on which Japanese 
feelings run high. The memories of Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki, themselves more than enough to 
explain revulsion against the Bomb, have been 
fortified by such events as the Eniwetok hydro­ 
gen test of March 1954 in which 23 fishermen 
aboard the fo rtu n a te Dragon were scalded by 
radioactive ash and by the much-publicized Gir­ 
ard case of 1957 with its tug-and-haul between 
U. S. and Japanese authorities. 
Just this past June a Buddhist priest com-' 
nutted hara-kiri outside Premier R ishis offi­ 
cial residence, leaving a suicide note which pro­ 
tested Japanese rearmament, the security treaty 
with the United States, the use of nuclear weap­ 
ons and continued American occupation of Oki­ 
nawa. The stir caused by the event suggests that 
pacifism is probably stronger in Japan than 
anywhere else in the world.

Nixon At Armageddon 


Three facts seem to stand out clearly in all the 
fol-de-rol of the Nixon tour rn Russia. I use the phrase, 
fol-de-rol, not critically but factually, because the na­ 
ture of a state visit is, what it always has been, a 
fussily arranged tour for political or economic pur­ 
poses. Therefore, the student of the current situations 
m ust seek beyond the parade for results and ac­ 
com plishm ents. 
1. The main objection to a Summit Conference has 
w e e n that Nikita Khrushchev uses every event not 
bely for propaganda purposes but for his private type 
of buffoonery and in the end, nothing is accomplished. 
The first Geneva Summit Conference on Germ any 
(1955) was a total failure tor this reason. Khrushchev 
clowned it into absurdity. 


However, 
Khrushchev 
was 
then 
competing 
with Bulganin for leadership. He actually barged 
into that conference, the official delegate being 
Bulganin. Also, he had not yet broken the power 
of Malenkov, Molotov and kaganovitrh and had 
plenty of opposition in Moscow. He posed a role 
and got away with it. but he spoiled the chance 
tor further conferences. 


Also, it was the first tim e he had experienced 
such a gathering and he either had to face the great 
men in awe or project himself as a kid showing off 
before his elders. He did the latter and President 
Eisenhower quite naturally felt that he would try to 
avoid such an unpleasant and m eaningless experience. 
Khrushchev, however, resents the personal ostra­ 
cism by his equals over the world and is pressing 
the point with all the propagandistic and diplomatic 
m achinery at his control 
It is probably true of Khrushchev, as it was of 
Stalin, that G reat Britain and France play a sm all 
role in his calculations. The United States looms large. 
Therefore, a state visit to the United States seem s to 
be the proposal that grows out of the Nixon visit, lf 
such a visit should eventuate. Khrushchev would have 
lo behave properly or he will do great dam age. 
2. Nixon has handled himself in Soviet Russia 
with rare skill. He showed no fear of crowds; he ex­ 
hibited unusual dexterity in impromptu debate; he 
turned the peace propaganda wheel into an American 
instrum ent; 
he possesses none of the stuffed-shirt 
qualities which foreigners expect from American of­ 
ficials. 
Enormous numbers of Russians had an opportun­ 
ity to see him and the general report is that they 
liked hun. W hereas the Russian propaganda m achine 
was at work to trip him into anger or error, he avoid­ 
ed or rather evaded all their little tricks, including 
the bum cem ent they used on the American F air 
buildings. It takes a special kind of personality to 
keep one s tem per without losing o n es dignity — 
Nixon apparently has it. or has trained himself to 
m eet this type of situation. 
The result of this is a different picture of an 
Am erican than has appeared in the literature and c a r­ 
toons in Russia. Here is no fat capitalist with a huge 
Cigar in his mouth, green dollars falling out of his 
pockets, demanding w ar for his own profits. Here is 
a voungifh looking proletarian, the son of a grocer, 
second man in the country, asking for peace 
It un­ 
questionably wiU lessen the Russian people s fears of 
the United States. 
3 W hereas both Mikoyan and Kozlov, while they 
were in the United States, saw everything they w ant­ 
ed to see. the Russians tried to limit N ixons visit. 
They did to a certain extent. But he fought them tooth 
and nail and the Russians discovered that they were 
fk • dealing with nam by-pamby W esterners who leer 
w ar more than life itself. 


Both Vier President Nixon and Admiral Riek- 
P over told them where they got off when they tried 
to rover up or change the rules or play the u«ual 
babyish tricks which seem so important to Rus­ 
sians m d make them not feared hut distrusted 
throughout the world. They discovered that Ameri­ 
cans are not easily pushed around. They ran he 
generous hut not suckers. Nixon exacted as much 
as he could out of the agreements concerning th*** 
visits. 
And It 
has all 
been 
beneficial 
to this 
country. 


Fundam entally, the reasons for the visits of Mi­ 
koyan, Kozlov and Nixon are identical. The United 
States and Soviet Russia have, for a year, been close 
to war — on the brink, as John Faster Dulles put it, 
Neither side w ants war. The objective is to use psv. 
etiological step* to minimize the prospect of w ar. 
Such a program could be worked out without com pli­ 
cation except that the Russian* like tricks. They are. 
after all, a nation of che.** players.
